Tragedy, on the Stand—A Long 
and Searching Cross-e 
—The Case Promises to Be «a 
Long and Exciting One. 


The importance with which the de- 
fense in the Wheeling murder trial 
regard the testimony of Louis George, 
an eye-witness of the killing of Wil- 
iam Tweedy by the defendant, devel- 
oped yesterday in the long and search- 
ing cross-examination given him by 
Mr. Edgerton. He went on the 


stand immediately upon the convening 


of court, and was kept on ‘all the 
morning and half of the afternoon, 
effort possible 
to break him down in his narrative of 
the deplorable tragedy. The witness 
was unusually clear and positive in his 
answers, and counsel were not much 
elated over their efforts. The manner 
of the witness was very good, and he 
seemed to be bent upon giving a con- 
scientious and truthful account of the 
affair as he saw it. 

The scene in the courtroom during 
the day was unusual. Nearly all the 
witnesses were allowed to remain, and 
they filled every available seat, watch- 
ing the with an intentness 
which showed how great an interest 
the tragedy has caused amongst the 
residents of Antelope Valley. 

The defendant, Wayne Wheeling, 
takes quite an active part in the tri 
He was frequently =. consultation 
with his counsel as Mn n 
proceeded, and Racks. y questiogas 
occasionally to be put to the witnesses. 

The first line of questions asked of 
Louis George upon cross-examination 
were in regard to the dimensions of 
his blacksmith shop and the T 
ment of the various articles in it 0 
could not state exactly the measure- 
ments from one object to another, say- 
ing that he bad never measured them, 
but the District Attorney had.

Expert Testimony Taken—Dr. Wid- 
ney Does Not Think the Health 
of Residents of Vernon Is Af- 
fected by Sewage Water—Other 
Evidence. 


At 12 o’clock yesterday, the hour set 
for the meeting of the Sewer Comm is- 
sion, there was not a quorum present 
in the Council chamber, and the meet- 
ing was adjourned until 1 o’clock. 
Col. Wells, the chairman, called the 
meeting to order. There were present, 
Messrs. G. W. Knox, B. Cohn. R. 
Toberman, L. N. Breed, A. N. Hamil- 
ton, Dr. J. P. Widney, Maj. E. W. 
Jones and E. N. Hamilton. 

The minutes of the previous meeting 
were read, after which Chairman 
Wells stated that the meeting was for 
the purpose of taking testimony of 
physicians in regard to the effect of 
sewage water, when used for irrigation, 
upon health. 

Dr. Widney was invited to address 
the commission on the subject. He 
said that he had read in the papers 
that the commission was engaged in 
taking testimony as to the healthful- 
ness of the sewage. He did not think 
the conclusion should be drawn from 
what testimony the commission had 80 
far taken that the sew was the 
cause of sickness in the Nn dis- 
trict until they the amount 
of sickness in that particular locality 
with that of any other section of the 


ci 

The Doctor spoke of the t num- 
ber of cases of typhoid fever at the. 
Orphans’ Home, and said that while 
that institution was sewered by the 
best methods obtainable the outbreak 
could not be prevented. One could in- 
fer that it came from the sewer connec- 
tions, but even that cannot be posi- 
tively stated. If there was no sew- 
age connections with the house the 
people would lay the blame to having 
no means of disposing of waste matter. 

The question resolves itself into 
this: Have you compiled statistics to 
show that more sickness exists in the 
Vernon district than in any other por- 
tion of the city? Otherwise, it cannot 
be positively said that the sewage 
was the cause of the disease. 

The Doctor said that he was not pre- 
pared to make a full report or an 
opinion upon the question of the effect 
of the sewage on health. He read 
from a late edition of the Encyclo- 
pedia Britannica an article on the gen- 
eral effect of the use of 22 for ir- 
rigation. The article stated that fears 
that the use of sewage on farms was 
dangerous to health, and that vege- 
tables grown on such farms were not 
healtby, bad been proved groundless. 

From another technical work, the 
Doctor read an article headed, Does 
Sewage Irrigation Affect the Health?” 
In substance, the paper said that the 
health of a person ig too close 
to where the 2 is used, but 
typhoid fever, diphtheria or ‘other 
cases of fever, could be attributed to 
sewage. 

ewage ma properly man 
and utilized is not injurious to health 
if we look at the matter as viewed by 
these authorities, who have made a 
thorou bn investigation of the effect of 
sewage and its probability of causing 


disease. These facts come from a 
country in which rain falls in abun- 
dance, and they have no use for the sew- 


age water, but they strain it and use 
7. solid matter for enriching the 
80 

Mr. Knox asked whether water in 
wells would be polluted by sew 
water after it had passed through the 
coarse sandy soil which — 
in the Vernon district. 

Dr. Widney said he considered sand 
a good filter, but it depended great! 
: n the 1 ot the soil and hom 

the well. It might, he said, m- 
2 with germs of fever should 
the ground become water- logged to any 
depth; but if the soil remained 
loose and sandy, be was of 
the opinion that the germs would 
be taken out of the water asit was 
absorbed. He did not think that an 
infectious disease, such as 1 
fever, would likely be caused the 
sewage. Root vegetables, which are 
irrigated, should not be impregated 
with any impurity from sewage water, 
as the roots act asa filter, and separ- 


Should land on which vegetables are 
grown, however, become so saturated 
as not to take more water, the products 
would probably incorporate some im- 
purity. Strawberries and other small 
fruits should not be irrigated, and to 
stop the irrigation of suc products by 
sewage water should be prevented by 
a health ordinance. 

The Doctor then returned to his first 
proposition, v,iz.: That the commission 
to prove that the sewage was the prime 
cause of sickness, it would have to 
compile statistics to show that the 
sickness in the Vernon district was 
greater than in other localities, and 
also that it wag continuous, and not 
epidemic. 

The testimony given before this 
commission has been to the effect that 
all the sickness in Vernon has been 
traced to this one cause, but no man 
can say just what causes sickness. 
We infer the cause of illness, but it 
is difficult to say positively that the 
sewage caused it. Continuing, Dr. 
Widney said that articles whic T will- 
fully misrepresented the sanitary con- 
dition of this city had appeared in two 
of the papers of the city and had been 
distributed throughout the entire 


Angeles. In a recent edition of an 
eastern daily an article copied from 
one of our papers pictured the city as 
reeking with typhoid and other fevers, 
diphtheria and other dangerous 
diseases. Ile said that these articles 
had done harm from which this city 
would not recover in 20 years. People 
reading these accounts would hesitate 
to come here. Los Angeles, he said, 
is in as healthy a condition at present 
as any city in the United States.

was next called. He said he had re- 
sided in Vernon for two years, begin- 
ning with 1888, and had, during that 
time, been called upon to attend sev- 
eral cases of typhoid fever. In one 
instance three persons out of a family 
of five had been taken with the dis- 
ease, the direct cause of which he at- 
tributed to the effects of the sewage 

water used in the neighborhood for ir- 
rigation. Diphtheria cases also ex- 
isted in the locality, which he was dis- 
posed to think came from germs in the 
sewage. The witness did not agree 
with his predecessor in that microbes 
would be destroyed by the filtration of 
the water. He said it required ex- 
treme degrees of heat or cold to effectu- 
aliy destroy them. Newcomers in the 
district who became affected, he ad- 
vised to move to some other part of the 
city. From study of the subject, and 
also from practical experience, Dr. 
Dougherty was strongly of the opinion 
that no locality in which sewage was 


locality on which it is used. 

Dr. H. S. Orme, president of the 
State Board of Health, was the next 
witness. He read a number of author- 
ities on the subject of sewage farming 
and showed by them that a sewage 
farm properly managed would, in no 
wise, ect the persons who "worked 
with it, nor the health of ‘the sur- 


he read an extract from àu paper by 
Dr. Alfred Carpenter which stated 
that “sewage farms de not set up dis- 


nor will they affect animals.” The 
same authority states that sewage and 
rainfalla should be separated to pre- 
vent the matter from lyjng on the sur- 
face aud decomposing. In regard to 
the offensive odor from sewage, Dr. 
Orme said he had no doubt but that as 
at present used at Vernon, the water 
does give off an odor that gives the 
residents of the section cause for com- 
plaint, but if the sewage is properly 
used before it has time to decompose 


offense, nor will it cause sickhess. 
Should it be used improperly, said the 
witness, aud allowed to lie upon the 
und for any length of time, there 
2 at danger disease. He 
said that — is no doubt but what it 
would incorporate itself with well 
water if sufficient were on the 
ground to seep through to a great 
depth. In regard to the number of 
cases of typhoid fever in the 


Vernon district, Dr. Orme said 
that the district out 
of the city no reports as to the num- 


ber of deaths or the sickness in the lo- 
cality, hence it was impossible to state 
whether more sickness existed there 
than in other portions of this =: 
Typhoid fever existed in all parts of 
Los Angeles, the witness said, and it 
is liable to break out in any locality, 
no matter what the sanitary conditions 
are; and while we must admit that the 
sewage, as at present used in Vernon 
is objectionable, it is an undispu 
fact that if the proper method is used, 
and precautions taken, sewage water 
can be used for irrigation without dan- 
ger to our citizens. 

In concluding his remarks, Dr. Orme 
said that the sanitary condition of 
this city compared favorably with that 
of any other locality in the United 
States. 

There being no other physicians to 
testify, Mr. Cohn suggested that when 
the commission adjourned it be until 
Friday at 1 o’clock p.m., to receive the 
report of the committee on the disposi- 
tion and utilization of sewage. On 
motion, an adjournment was taken 
until that time.

THE UNION PACIFIC AND LOS 
ANGELES. 


Referring to the reported intention 
of the Union Pacific to extend its line 


‘gs do Southern California, the San Fran- 


cisco Bulletin thinks that, having in 
view the misfortunes of the Atchison 
Company, the Union Pacific is more 
likely to build into Northern California, 
where irrigation, instead of being a 
necessity, as in Southern California, is 
a matter of choice and judgment.“ 
There appears to be considerable choice 
and judgment on the question up north, 
judging from the resolute manner in 
which the expenditure for irrigation 
surveys in the State has been corraled 
in that section. As to the intentions 
of the Union Pacific we know nothing. 
There have been so many rumors 
about the company’s plans that we in 
Los Angeles have become weary of 
speculating on the subject. If the 
Union Pacific comes to Los Angeles, it 
will be very welcome. Should it not 
come, some other company will un- 
doubtedly take advantage of the open- 
ingup of the vast mineral fields of 
Utah and Southwestern Nevada, for 
1 Los Angeles is the natural out- 
et. 

One thing is sure, in this connection. 
This is, that our citizens have made 
up their minds to find out whether 
there is any prospect of work being 
done on the road to which land and 
rights were granted last year by the 
Council, on the promise that work 
should begin immediately. The per- 
sons to whom these rights were 
granted must either make good their 
promises or get out of the way, so that 
we may invite some other company to 
take hold. 


Ir is announced that the High School 
isto be built on the Castelar-street 
site, in spite of the strong and repeated 
protests which were made by citizens 
against this site, during the school- 
bond campaign.

When the people become 
educated, and a majority of the voters 
can, on coming to the polls, tell what 
they are there for, then, and not till 
then, are we prepared for State govern- 
ment.

The Huntington-Hatzfeldt Matrimo 
nial Alliance—Much Money Buys 
a Princely Husband—A Double 
Tragedy Hecalled—A Fashiona- 
bie Dance of Alarming Symp- 
toms, Etc. 


New York, Oct. 23.—{Special Corre- 
spondence of Tne The be- 
trothal [and later marriage| of the 
niece and adopted daughter of Collis 
P. Huntington to the profligate Prince 
Hatzfeldt recall to mind a double trag- 
edy that occurred in San Francisco 
several years ago, of which Miss H@nt- 
ington was the cause.

Hanks was placed 
in the City Prison and allowed the free 
use of the corridors. A rifle somehow 
or other was placed in the corridor, 
which Hanks seized and blew out his 
brains. The newspapers were full of 
it at the time.

Wall street gives Mr. Huntington 
great credit for being shrewd in rail- 
road matters, but think that paying

Ir has been said that if the library 
passes into the hands of the city the 
affairs of the institution will virtually 
be controlled by politicians. This 
cannot be seriously taken. The people 
elect the trustees, or members of the 
Council, and will look to them that the 
affairs of the library are carried on in 
a manner satisfactory to the people. 


THE attention of the powers that be 
is called to the subject of dairies. The 
cows from which our milk is obtained 
are,asfar as we know, in the best 
condition; and the water used, if used 

at all, is probably the purest, but we 
should be sure of it.

There is ab- 
solutely no disease to be dreaded, as 
typhoid, pneumonia and others in the 
East; the cases are isolated, and can 
always be traced to gross neglect. 
The natural conditions here are con- 
ducive to the attainment of extreme 
old age.

Ir is interesting to scan the reports 
of the missionary societies of this 
country, and note the thousands of 
dollars sent to save the heathen in 
Africa, China and various out-of-the- 
way places. The English missionary 


Societies alone spend every year at 


least $5,000,000 in foreign missions. 
The practical and every-day man or 
woman cannot but wonder if some of 
this vast sum could not have-been used 
to better advantage in the haunts of 


. Jack the Ripper, and im doing some- 


thing to hold in abeyance the curse of 


intemperance, that fosters crime among 
men and women there. Since 1810 our 
various foreign missions have expended 
nearly $58,000,000 in conversions, over 
$2,000,000 being used every year. Somé 
ofthis might be used to advantage 
among the Indians and half-breeds of 
Southern California. We have tray- 
eled among the Indians of our south- 
ern counties to some extent; have seen 
the missionary work carried on, and 
in many cases it is a farce. The men 


are intemperate and often vicious. 


But who supplies the whisky? The 
women are often immoral, but who de- 
bauches them? In nine cases out of 
ten, it is the renegade white man. The 
Indians of Southern California area 
pitiful spectacle. Converted to the 
borders of extinction, outraged, pro- 
vided with liquor, no wonder they are 
in the condition we find them. What 
is needed, if missionary work is to de 
done, is to put men and women among 
them who are in their lives and daily 
actions examples of what they are try- 
ing to produce. The Indians and others 
have been outraged long enough with 
men who were an insult to the name 
they followed. Give them four or five 
such men as Mr. Merwin, missionaries 
of refinement, of cultivation, in short, 
gentlemen, and more will be accom- 
plished in six months than has been 
for the past two centuries. The mis- 
sionary field in Southern California is 
one which demands the attention of 
the people of the East who, in many 
instances, are sending out money to 
Africa which simply results in the in- 
troduction of whisky into the country 
and attendant evils. We do not wish 
to cast any reflections upon the work 
of foreign missions, but would suggest 
that if the heathen is required we can 
provide him in quantities to suit 
among our native Indians, and nearer 
home if required. 


A LIBRARY CONUNDRUM. 


A DISCUSSION BEFORE THE 
CITY COUNCIL. 


The Outstanding Indebtedness—A 
Resolution to Vote Bonds—Ad- 
dress by W. k. Arthur—Opinions 
of Stockholders—A Lengthy Dis- 
cussion, 


The Committee of the Whole of the 
Council met several parties interested 
in the proposition of the city acquiring 
the Public Library property, at 3:30 
o’clock yesterday afternoon in the 
Council chamber. 


Alexander McLean was chosen chair- 


man of the meeting ahd Jesse O. Marsh 
secretary. 


W. E. Arthur, Esq., appeared before 
the board and gave a synopsis of the 
claims outstanding against the prop- 
erty, which were secured by notes 
signed by 20 citizens. There were also 
other debts against the concern. The 
speaker had interviewed Charles Legge, 
who held aclaim amounting to $1500, 
which could be exchanged for city and 
county taxes now due, for nearly that 
amount. 

The Library Association owus the 
books and shelving in the old * 
and an equity in the new. It is said 
$20,000 was put in the n stone 
structure. Col. W. A. y holdsa 
claim of $600 for rent; $200 are due the 
association for attorney fees and sun- 
dries. Theclaim ot Charles Legge is 
$1500. There is also due Col. 
Ray $300 interest on the note 
of $6000 on November Ist, se- 
cured by a trust deed. The cost 
of the old building was $2300, and the 
lot is 60x125, valued at about $1500. 
The association will turo over to the 
city its books, shelving and equity in 
the new, provided the city pay up all 
claims against the Library Associa- 
tion. Mr. Legge will surrender his 
portion of the contract to the city, if 
the building is never mo ged during 
his lifetime, and that it used as a 
public library. ; 

Oouncilman Throop said: “It is 
the duty of the board to ob- 
tain this property for the pub- 
Kt use, but it must be done in a 
legal way. An election must be called 
and bonds voted. We as a board had 
hoped the matter could have been 
brought up earlier—before the assess- 
ment had been made. Let us join 
hands and manage these things to the 
interest of all concerned. 

A prominent citizen, and one who is 
well posted on city affairs in general, 
advises this way out of the difficulty: 
Let the city receive the present Library 
building and use it for a city hall until 
a better structure could be erected. It 
is convenient to other city property, 
and the lot is sufficiently large upon 
which to build at any time a building 
which would be a credit to the city. 

Stephen Townsend of the Council 
in uced the following resolution: 

Reso} that we recommend to the 
| stees thet it call a special 
election as soon as possible for the purpose 
ef voting $20,000 worth of bonds for library 


purposes. 

L. C. Winston, whe has been con- 
nected with the association from its 
infancy as a stockholder, objected to 
bonds being issued to that amount, in 
his role as a private citizen. 

J. B. Corsen hoped the city would 
take the library, as it would be of ever- 
lasting benefit to the people. 

Dr. Chauning wanted everything 
settled, so that there would be no obli- 
gations against the stock-owners, and 
that the city come in possession of the 
books. There are two distinct propo- 
sitions to be considered. 

P. M. Green said, as a taxpayer, that 
he thought $13.000 bought the property 
and cleared matters up, and the lowest 
amount of bonds for the absolute need 
would be what would be most readily 
voted upon. 

A. G. Throop of the Council thought 
a certain amount should be ra to 
complete the building. 

City Attorney Polley ventured the 
opinion that, under the law, no more 
than $7000 on bonds of indebtedness 
could be incurred for this purpose. 

Opinions of those present as to the 
amounts to be raised in bonds were 
called for, and the 38338 sentiment 
seemed to be that $20,000 was too large 
an amount. 

At 5:30 o’clock the meeting ad- 
ourned to meet at an early date for 

urther consultation.

ART IN PASADENA. 


A Famous Colorist and His Achieve- 
ments. 

Many peopie in Los Angeles are not 
aware that Pasadena has for some 
months past been the home of Mr. 
Charles Walter Stetson, whose genius 
created a furore in eastern art circles, 
and who woke up to find himsel fa- 
mous” through his exhibition in 
Boston a few years ago. 

Of this exhibition John Boyle 
O'Reilly said: 

All the immemorial plaints of unrecog- 
nized genius become ridiculous in the face 
of the sudden success of the young Provi- 
dence artist, Stetson, who at the beginning 
of last week bad practically never been 
heard of, and atthe end of the week was 
the rage among the connoisseurs ot Boston, 
with his pictures taken up at his own 
prices as fond possessions by collectors 
whose indorsement by purchase makes an 
artist’s fortune. It is ton’s art sensa- 
tion of the season, and a very healthy and 
encouraging one it is, too. 

But Mr. Stetson’s most enthusiastic 
admirers have, perhaps, been his fel- 
low artists, one of whom said—him- 
self one of the foremost of American 
painters: “The gs of his paint- 
ings is equal to that of the English 
artist Watts. This mun is wonderful 
now; wait until he works out to his yet 
undeveloped self, and the result will 
be genius.“ And we know of another 
who said in print: “No one inthis 
country since George Fuller aud Will- 
iam Morris Hunt has painted more 
suggestively. He is a master of color 
and mystery, those elements which 
made Keats, Shelley, Coleridge, Poe 
and Hawthorne immortal.“ Perhaps 
to be indorsed by one’s fellows in a 
profession is as genuine a compliment 
as one can have. But the late James 
Jackson Jarves, the greatest art critic 
this country has produced, although 
pointing out the need of still more 
thorough study of design, said some 
years ago 
quite in the spirit of the old Italians, 
and must rank among the first of 
American colorists. 

What the eastern press critics have 
‘said of him may be judged from the 
following extracts: The Boston Tran- 
script says: 

2435 the most valuable quality in his 
work is its vitality, a thing too rarely found 
im American art. Id uess and strength 
of purpese, a splendid gift of color and a 
fine imaginative force are strong qualities 
to find combined in a paifiter, and so young 
a painter. His use of color is as passionate 
and sensuous as Swinburne’s word paint- 
ing. Dramatic feeling is not wanting, as is 
shown in the “Burial of a Suicide.” ‘rhe 
dark heath, with the sturdy cowled figures 
bearing the dishonored corse to its outcast 
grave, the sullen aftergiow of the western 
sky, and the slender crescent moon hang- 
ing low in the heavens form a striking and 


poetic composition. A large piciure of 
‘Girls at Play“ is a startlingly beautiful 
composition. 


And soon. The Herald, after com- 
paring Mr. Stetgon’s work with that of 
abcock for brilliancy of color, says: 

The other distinguisbing characteristics 
of these works afford further glim of 
the painter’s brightest attributes, for, as 
Ruskin says: “A man, if he can color, is a 

painter, though he can do nothing else; if 
| he cannot v0 r. he I no painter, though he 
cah do everything else.“ But Mr. Stetson 
can do something else. Though he 
shows that complete indifference to correct 
form which marks the best colorists, he has 
what will prove a more harmonious ac- 
compauiment. This is sentiment, which 
imparts to his color, fervid, tender, light- 
some phases. Nothing could be more un- 
real than the dance of the cossamer ficure 
(“A Dance’) above the emerald green- 
sward; but it is not only full of motion and 
grace, but it is full of suggestive fancy. 

Everywhere his pictures are likened 
by critics who like to classify to those 
by Diaz, Delacroix, Monticelli, and 
such men. 

That he needs study goes without 

saying, but his lack is just that which 
constant practice will fill. Since the 
exbibition mentioned, Mr. Stetson has 
greatly improved in drawing, and now 
shows that his love of form is fully as 
earnest as his love of color. He has 
also proved himself to be a portrait 
painter of unusual ability. 
His pictures have found their 
way into some of the best collec- 
tions in the country. “Burial of a 
Suicide“ was bought by Thomas B. 
Clarke, Esq., for his great collection of 
works by American artists, and has 
been loaned by him for several exhi- 
bitions. A few weeks ago it was in 
Chicago. Martin Brimmer, Esq. 
Peter C. Brooks, Esq.. and Charles de 
Kay, the poet and eminent critic, own 
excellent examples of Mr. Stetson’s 
work. 

His portraits are not only likenesses 
but pictures as well. Fortune bas 
favored him to some extent by send- 
ing him sitters full of character. Per- 
haps one of his most marked works in 
this line is the portrait of Hon. George 
M. Carpenter of the United States 
District Court; but that of Hon. Gil- 
bert F. Robbins, Mayor of Providence, 
5 for that city; that of Hon. 

Ienry Lippitt, ex-Goverpvor of Rhode 
Island, destined for the State House: 
and that of the late Hon. Thomas A. 
Doyle, Mayor of Providence, ordered 
for the Free Masons’ Hall. are thought 
by many to be quite as vigorous and 
characteristic. 

Mr. Stetson bas been here 2 on a 
visit prior to his departure for Europe, 
but he has made some sketches of Cal- 
ifornia scenery and flowers, and has 
probably received mony impressions 
which he wilt undoubtedly use in the 
future for his imaginative work. He 
has also painted three of his best por- 
traits—Miss Grace Ellery Channing, 
Miss Augusta Senter and Dr. William 
F. Channing. A private view of these 
pictures has been given toa few friends 
at the residence of Dr. W. F. Chan- 
ning. Itis hoped, as Mr. Stetson is 
about to leave us, that some oppor- 
tunity may be given the art-lovers of 
Los Angeles to see his work before he 
goes. |

THE 29cm OF OCTOBER 
* IN His 
The first man to produce readable 
translations of the Greek classics into 
modern language was JACQUES 
Amyot, who was born October 30, 
1518, and died 1593. Racine esteemed 
the translations of Amyot highly, es- 
pecially his version of Plutarch, which 
had passed through many editions and 
been imitated in England. 
One of the most distinguished of the 
Roman Catholic ecclesiastical bis- 
torians, CARDINAL BARONIUS, 
was born at Naples, October 30, 1538, 
He was one of the first pupils of St. 
Philip Neri, who founded the congre- 
ation of the Oratory, of which Baron- 
us became superior in 1593. He soon 
after became father confessor to the 
Pope, Apostolical Prothonotary, and 
finally in 1596, cardinal and librarian 
of the Vatican Library. Onthe death 
of Clement VIII. in 1605, 50 votes 
were cast in the conclave for Baronius 
as Pope, and but for the opposition of 
the Spaniards, he might have been 
elected. The Cardinal left behind 
him an extensive work of church h 
tory, which was republished in 1788-61 
in 43 volumes edited by Mansi. 
GrorGE II., King of England, suc- 
ceeded his father. George I., in his 
45th year, and was born in Han- 
over, October 30, 1683. He married 
Caroline Wilhelmina, daughter of the 
Margraf of Anspach. She is said to 
have been a woman of uncommon at- 
tainments in literature, theol and 
politics, and her death in 1737 was 
reckoned a public loss. 
himself did not aspire to a code 
morals different from his father’s, nor 
to any intellectual accomplishments, 
except those of a soldier. He was 
present at the battle of Dettingen in 
1743, and with the assistance of the 
Earl of Stair, he gained the victory, 
George II. died 25th of October, 1760, 
in the 77th year of his age, and the 
thirty-fourth of his rei Generally, 
the reign of George was a pros- 
perous one; according to Hallam: The 
most prosperous. period that England 
had ever known.“ And it was this 
not less from the acquisition of new 
territory, than from the conquest of 
new fields of thought effected by Pope, 
Hume, Samuel Johnson, Fielding 
Smollett, Reynolds h an 
many others. In this reign the num- 
ber of capital crimes was increased to 
160, and even stealing a loaf of bread 
became a hanging offense. These 
merciless laws continued in force un- 
til long in the present century, when, 
as the result of the labors of Lord 
John Russell and other reformers, 
they were gradually repealed. 
CHARLES ALEXANDRE DE CALON- 
NE, finance minister of Louis XVI. of 
France, was born cog" 20, 17 
and died October 30, 1802. He adop 
the legal profession, held various 
offices, and became finance minister in 
1783. In this capacity he soon gained 
favor among the courtiers who had 
complained of the imony of Tur- 
got and Necker, lonne, though he 
found French finance in a deplorable 
state, was determined not to seem 
poor, gave brilliant entertainments, 
paid off the debts of his patron, the 
Count of Artois, supplied the Queen 
with sufficient pocket money, granted 
pensions and gratuities to his support- 
ers and favorites, paid off arre 2nd 
purchased the residences of St. Cloud 
and Rambouillet. His means of rais- 
ing money were perfectly simple—he 


edicts, and prolonged and 

ed extraordinary taxations, in a 
style never before known. The 
Parliament resisted these measures, 
but Calonne, backed by royal author- 
ity, carried them into execution. 
crisis, of course, came when people 
could no longer bear these extraordi- 
nary burdens, and Calonne advised a 
convocation of the assembly of the 
notables, which was opened February 
2, 1787, when the minister delivered a 
florid speech upon French prosperity, 
but was for to confess that the an- 
nual deficit in the treasury had risen 
to 115,000,000 francs, and that from 
1776 to 1786, the government had bor- 
rowed no less a sum than 1,250,000, 000. 
The notables, instead of proceeding 
with Calonne’s plan of reorganization, 
demanded from him a statement of ac- 
counts. Not being able to give this 
satisfactorily, he was deprived of his 
offices and banished to Lorraine. From 
that time he resided chiefly in Eng- 
land, until 1802, when Bonaparte per-
